3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1, 8, 13, and 18 each have been amended to define over 

Geshwind (WlPO Publication No. WO 91/01606). This publication was cited in the 
Office Action dated September 4, 2005). The Examiner agrees with Applicant's 
remarks on page 8, paragraph 4 to page 9, paragraph 2 that Geshwind does not 
disclose the newly added features with respect to sending a fax document "using the 
HTTP protocol", receiving fax information entered "using a Web browser" on the fax 
document form from the remote client "using the HTTP protocol", and fax information 
received including "a file stored on the remote client". These features in combination 
with other limitations of any of claims 1 , 8, 13, and 18 are not taught by the prior art of 
record. 

Claims 2-7 depend on claim 1 . Claims 9-12 depend on claim 8. Claims 14-17 
depend on claim 13. Claims 19-22 depend on claim 18.
